DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

Claims 1-3 have been cancelled. Claims 4-6 are new. Claims 4-6 are pending in the application 
are presented for examination. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 5 improperly 
depends upon itself and thus can not be further treated on the merits. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The specification is extremely unclear has how to make or use the claimed invention. 
It is written in a manner that is very confusing to one of ordinary skill in the art and lacks the 
requisite details on how to make and use the membership association. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. These claims are written in a very confusing and vague manner and fail to comply 
with standard claim recitation. 

5. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. Further, the claims appear to be direct copies of 
portions of the narrative language of the specification. 

6. Claims 4-6 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

7. Claims 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite in 
that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. These claims are 
omnibus type claims. 

8. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. Claim 4 recites the 
limitation "that value" in line 4. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

10. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. An association that has members does not fall under any of the 
statutory classes of patentable subject matter. 

An invention, which is eligible or patenting under 35 U.S.C. 101, is in the "useful arts" 
when it is a machine, manufacture, process or composition of matter, which produces a concrete, 
tangible, and useful result. The fundamental test for patent eligibility is thus to determine 
whether the claimed invention produces a "use, concrete and tangible result". The test for 
practical application as applied by the examiner involves the determination of the following 
factors" 

(a) "Useful" - The Supreme Court in Diamond v. Diehr requires that the examiner look at 
the claimed invention as a whole and compare any asserted utility with the claimed 
invention to determine whether the asserted utility is accomplished. Applying utility case 
law the examiner will note that: 

i. the utility need not be expressly recited in the claims, rather it may be inferred. 

ii. if the utility is not asserted in the written description, then it must be well 
established. 

(b) "Tangible" - Applying In re Warmerdam, 33 F.3d 1354, 31 USPQ2d 1754 (Fed. Cir. 
1994), the examiner will determine whether there is simply a mathematical construct 
claimed, such as a disembodied data structure and method of making it. If so, the claim 
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involves no more than a manipulation of an abstract idea and therefore, is nonstatutory 
under 35 U.S.C. 101. In Warmerdam the abstract idea of a data structure became capable 
of producing a useful result when it was fixed in a tangible medium, which enabled its 
functionality to be realized. 

(c) "Concrete" - Another consideration is whether the invention produces a "concrete" 
result. Usually, this question arises when a result cannot be assured. An appropriate 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101 should be accompanied by a lack of enablement rejection, 
because the invention cannot operate as intended without undue experimentation. 
The process claimed within claims 4 and 5 fails to include the steps necessary to satisfy 
the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101. The preamble of the claims state that there is a process 
however there are no identifiable steps recited within the claim to perform within the process. 
The invention also fails to produce a concrete result. The reputation of a country is a subjective 
matter. There is no way for someone to know whether a particular country will be considered 
"famous" at any particular point in time. Therefore, it is impossible for the invention to produce 
a concrete result.
